REASONS ASSIGNED FOR ITS ACTION. 


Impossible at Present to Agree on 
Terms with Reference to Alaska 
—Adjournment Does Not Mean 

a Rupture. i

Washington, Feb. 21.—The American- 
Canadian joint high commission, after 
a session Monday, adjourned to meet 
at Quebee August 2, unless the chair- 
man. of the respective — commissions 
agree upon another date. ° The commis- 
sion first began its labors nearly six 
months ago in Canada, and has, with 
the exception of probably a month, 
been earnestly at work, endeavoring to 
accomplish the object for which it was 
appointed——an agreement with a view 
to the formulation of a treaty covering 
the many perplexing questions of dif- 
ferences affecting the business inter- 
ests of the United States and Canada 
existing between them. 

Cause of Adjournment, 

There were several reasons which 
prompted the action taken Monday. 
From a statement made public with the 
sanction of the two commissions it ap- 
pears there were serious differences of 
opinion between them regarding theim- 
portant matter of the delimitation of 
the Alaskan boundary, the Canadiansin 


this commission being anxious to ob- 


tain a seaport on the Lynn canal, so that 
its shippers would not be subjected to 
the petty annoyances which they as- 
erted they experienced at the hands 
of United States officials. Then the 
time for the meeting of the Canadian 
parliament, at which the presence of 
members of the commission from that 
country is desired, is overdue, and the 
latter are anxious to return as soon as 
possible. It also became apparent that 
there was little likelihood of the possi- 


bility of the ratification by the United 


States senate at its present session of 
any treaty which might be framed, 
which also probably figured in the de- 
cision to adjourn. 

Substantial Progress Made. 

A dozen important questions were re- 
ferred to the commission for its consid- 
eration, and the commissioners assert 
that substantial progress in the settle- 
ment and adjustment of many of the 
questions has been made. Probably 
those which have given the most serious 
trouble and proved a stumbling block 
to a final agreement on all fave been 
thetwor elating t to lumber and the Alas- 
kan boundary question, on both of 
which the Canadians have demanded 
concessions which the Americans felt 
it would be prejudicial to the best in- 
terests of the United States to grant. 
It was felt, also, that an adjournment 
for a few months might result in a bet- 
ter prospect for harmony, and a disposi- 
tion on the part of the Canadians to 
agree to propositions made to them 
from the commissioners on this side 
of the boundary line.

Been Committed. 


Washington, Feb. 21.—The Miles

pers. Calls of ceremony on the presi- 
dent and the general commanding the 
army occupied a large part of the fore- 
noon, and immediately thereafter Gen. 


Nelson A. Miles appeared as the first | 


witness. He and three other army off- 
cers summoned as witnesses were ex- 


amined and disposed of before the | 


court closed its session at three o’clock. 
Gen. Miles’ testimony, of course, was 
the feature of the day’s proceedings. 
Col.. Frank Michler, his chief of staff, 
and a gentleman in citizen’s clothes who 
took a seat by the fireplace and grave- 
ly watched the course of proceedings, 
retiring with the general as silently as 
he had come, accompanied the general 
to the court. room. 


Gen. Miles’ Evidence. 
Gen. Miles appeared in fatigue uni- 
form, rather striking in its contrast 


with the display of scarfs, bullion and 
buttons on the full dress uniforms of 
the court. He submitted to the ques- 
recorder of the 
court, with equanimity, except for a 
flash of mingled indignation and irony 
when he informed the recorder that he 
‘report’ to the 
commissary general of the army. This 
was in reply to a question as to wheth- 
er or not he had reported to the com- 
missary department the fact that com- 
plaints had been made to him as to the 
quality of meat being issued to the 
troops. An instant later Gen. Miles re- 
sumed his cool and carefully considered 
replies to the inquiries of the court. 

As indicated by a letter of the ad- 
jutant general, read. by the record- 
er. for the information of t the 
court, the scope of the inquiry was 
limited to the allegations of Gen. Miles 
before the war commission as to the 
quality of the army beef “and the mat- 
ter purporting to have been furnished 
to the public press by the same official.” 
Only two interviews were called up by 
the court, thefirst an interview with a 
New York Journal representative early 
in the beef controversy, in which Gen. 
Miles was quoted as charging that cer- 
tain chemicals were used in the preser- 
vation of the army beef, and another of 
the New York Herald, under date of 
February 1, covering about the same 
ground. 

Gen. Miles was very slow and careful 
in his replies tothe recorder’s questions 
on this point. He called attention to 
the fact that in both instances he was 
credited in the interview with refusing 
to answer certain questions, and in- 
sisted that these refusals should be 
given due weight in considering the 
questions to which he did reply. He 
said in the case of the interview of Feb- 
ruary 1 that he had a letter from the 
man who wrote the story offering to 
swear that Gen. Miles had refused to be 
interviewed, and that the whole. story 
was made up in the office from the 
writers general knowledge of the 
facts. Notwithstanding this, when his 
final answer was asked as to the au- 
thenticity of the interview, Gen, Miles 
did not specifically deny it, but merely 
said that it did not quite fairly repre- 
sent his own opinion in the case. The 
same qualified denial as to the Journal 
interview of December 23 was made, 
leaving the witness on record as not 
assuming any responsibility for the 
newspaper statements, but tacitly ad- 
mitting that there was a good deal in 
them with which he agreed. 

Did Not Intend to Charge Fraud. 

Gen. Miles, in his testimony, said his 
use of the phrase “pretense of experi- 
ment,” in speaking of army beef, was 
unfortunate. He disclaimed intending 
any inference of fraud, and said he 
should have said the refrigerated beef 
issue was “on the theory of an experi- 
ment,” and “a very costly one.” 

He said he did not recollect. whether 
Dr. Daly’s report was volunteered or 
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other witnesses of the day indicated 
that so long as they agreed with Gen. 
Miles as to the quality of the meat fur- 
nished the troops in the field, the only 
criticism of their position the court 
had to make was why they had not

REPORT ON THE KLONDIKE. 


iter niit Statement Made by Capt. 
P. H. Ray to Secretary of 
Wair Alger. 


Washington, Feb. 21 —Secretary Al- 
ger has transmitted to congress a com- 
plete report on the relief work of the 
war department in the Klondike coun-" 
try, undertaken under act of congress 
as a result of reports that extreme dis- 
tress among the miners followed the 
influx to the gold country during 1897- 
98. It embraces the detailed reportsiof 
Capt. P. H. Ray and Lieut. W. P. Rich- 
ardson. Aside from details of the re- 
lief work, Capt. Ray’s last.report, dated 
May last, contains the following inter- 
esting statement: 


“I deem it of the greatest importance for 
the development of the country that roads 
should be opened, so as to enable the people 
to enter the country not only from the 
Yukon to the open sea in our own country, 
which is of the greatest importance, but to 
enable miners and prospectors to get into 
the interior with their supplies. Under ex- 
isting conditions persons can enter the 
country only by the one great highway— 
the Yukon river—and they cannot hope to 
be landed at any point in Alaska earlier 
than July 1. 

“The gold-bearing districts are,from 50 
to 150 miles back from the main stream. 
There are not any summer trails except 
foot trails, and provisions and tools can 
only be transported on the backs of men. 

“I don’t find anything either in Alaska 
or Northwest territory to justify the great 
rush of people to that country, or the enor- 
mous investment now béing made in trans- 
portation, trading and mining companies, 
In Northwest territory, no discoveries of 
extraordinary richness have been made 
since that of the Klondike, and the claims 
are almost entirely confined to Bonanza, 
Eldorado, Dominica, Honka and Sulphur, 
with a few claims on Bear creek. In this 
district all rich claims are well known and 
held at very high prices, and while the 
whole country has been staked it has been 
done for speculative purposes, and no work 
is being done except such as is necessary 
to hold a title until they can be sold to the 
unwary newcomer or disposed of in the 
states for corporation schemes. Capt. 
Constantine, of the Canadian northwest- 
ern mounted police, is my authority for 
denouncing the movement as a-fraud. 

“In the absence of any other industry, ex- 
cept cutting wood fer the river boats, I do 
not see anything in the future for over 90 
per cent..of the people now flocking to that 
country but disappointment and suffering. 
Even those who obtain employment at one 
dollar and a half per hour find that after 
deducting the cost of food, packing, candles, 
ete., they do not net to exceed two dollars 
per day, and they tell me itis barely enough 
to. tide them over the idle season. 

“Up to date no paying mineral loads of 
either gold or silver have been discovered 
in North Alaska, so far as known. I 
am now fully satisfied that in the near 
future Alaska will be the source of great 
wealth, but the development will necessar- 
ily be slow owing to the climatic condi- 
tions. I recommend the early introduction 
of horses, mules and cattle, and extra in- 
ducements should be held out for the de- 
velopment of agriculture in the valley of 
the lower Yukon especially. Wild hay can 
be obtained there in great abundance, and 
oats, barley and spring wheat can be suc- 
cessfully cultivated as well as potatoes, 
turnips, and all the more hardy garden 
vegetables, all of which would be required 
for many years to meet the local demand, 
and by reducing the cost of transportation 
and food render it possible to profitably 
work a large per cent. of the minės now ly- 
ing idle. 

‘‘But few of the people now entering the 
northern part of the territory will ever be- 
come a factor in its permanent develop- 
ment. They must pass away before the 
time when the wealth of the country will 
become known and developed. To promote 
this I recommend that several well- 
equipped parties be put in the field anda 
thorough geographical and geological ex- 
ploration of the country be made, so that 
men of ordinary means will be able to en- 
gage in the work of prospecting and min- 
ing. At present it requires considerable 
capital to first explore the country for a 
practicable route to transport supplies be- 
fore any work can be done in prospecting. 

“The ruling rate of interest at Dawson 
is from 10 to 12 per cent. per month, which 
is the best exemplification I can give of the 
speculating condition of the finances of 
that country.” 


KILLED BY HIS BROTHERS.

Washington, Feb. 21.—A separate bill 
appropriating: $20,000,000 for payment 
to Spain under the provisions of the 
treaty of Paris was passed Monday by 
the house. under suspension of the 
rules. No amendment was in order and 
an attempt to secure unanimous con- 
sent to ofter an amendment. declara- 
tory of our policy not- permanently to 
annex the islands was objected to. 
Mr. Wheeler (Ky.), upon whose point 
of. order the appropriation went out 
of the sundry civil bill, made the only 
speech in open hostility to the meas- 
ure, but upon the roll call 34 members 
-—-31 democrats, two populists and one 
silver republican—voted against it. 
The votes of 213 members were cast for 
it. The senate bill to reimburse the 
governors of states for expenses paid 
by the states in organizing volunteers 
for service in the war with Spain be- 
fore their muster into the service of 
the United States also was passed un- 
der suspension of rules. The bill ap- 
propriating $500,000 for the Pan-Amer- 
ican, exposition to be held at Buffalo, 
N. Y., in 1901 was before the house, 
when absence of a quorum compelled 
an adjournment. 

Senate. 

Washington, Feb. 21.—During al- 
most six hours Monday afternoon the 
post office appropriation bill was un- 
der discussion in the senate, the time 
being consumed largely by Senators 
Butler (pop., N. C.) and Pettigrew 
(silver rep., S. D.) in an amendment 
providing that the postal commission. 
should -present its final report to con- 
gress by March 1, 1900. Failing after 
many trials to obtain unanimous con- 
sent for the insertion of the amend- 


ment ini the bill, Senator Butler ` per- 
mitted it to come to a vote. It was de- 
feated, 27 to 19. Agreement was 


reached to vote on the bill and amend- 
ments at two o’clock to-day. At two 
o’clock Senator Hawley, chairman of 
the military affairs committee, moved 
to take up the army reorganization bill, 
unanimous consent having been re- 
fused to take up the measure without 
displacing the unfinished business— 
the anti-scalping bill. Senator Haw- 
ley’s motion prevailed, 44 to 26, this 
making the army bill the unfinished. 
business. It is agreed that this action 
disposes finally of the anti-scalping 
bill for the present session. 
To Be Mustered Out. 

Washington, Feb. 21.—Orders issued 
Monday will muster out about 16,000 
volunteer troops, including all such 
troops now in camp in the United 
States and the Third Georgia at Nue- 
vitas, Two Hundred and Second New 
York at Guanajay and four batteries 
of Maine artillery now at Havana. 
They will be mustered out at Savan- 
nah, Ga. This will reduce the army 
strength to 110,000 men, of whom 30,- 
000 are stationed in Guba. Al the vol- 
unteer troops in Porto Rico have been 
previously discharged, and the only 
volunteers still in the service are.either 
in the Philippines or in Cuba. No ac- 
tion will be taken with regard to those 
troops until congress acts upon the 
pending measures for the reoganiza- 
tion of the regular army. The enact- 
ment of the Hull bill, the war depart- 
ment says, will result in the muster out 
of all the remaining volunteers. They 
will be given the first opportunity for 
reenlistment in the regular service, 
however, and it is the expectation and 
hope of the war department that: a ma- 
jority of them will avail themselves of 
this privilege, there being a strong de- 
sire to secure the benefit of their serv- 
ices. |

REASONS ASSIGNED FOR ITS ACTION. 


Impossible at Present to Agree on 
Terms with Reference to Alaska 
—Adjournment Does Not Mean 
a Rupture. 


& 


Washington, Feb. 21.—The American- 
Canadian joint high commission, after 
a session Monday, adjourned to meet 
at Quebec August 2, unless the chair- 
man. of the respective commissions 
agree upon another date. The commis- 
sion first began’ its labors nearly six 
‘months ago in Canada, and has, with 
the exception of probably a month, 
been earnestly at work, endeavoring to 
accomplish the object for which it was 
appointed'—an agreement with a view 
to the formulation of a treaty covering 
the many perplexing questions of dif- 
ferences affecting the business inter- 
ests of the United States and Canada 
existing between them. 

Cause of Adjournment. 

There were several reasons which 
prompted the action taken Monday. 
From a statement made public with tke 
sanction of the two commissions it ap- 
pears there were serious differences of 
opinion between them regarding theim- 
portant matter of the delimitation of 
the Alaskan boundary, the Canadiansin 
this commission being anxious to ob- 
tain a seaport on the Lynn canal, so that 
its shippers would not be subjected to 
the petty annoyances which they as- 
serted they experienced at the hands 
of United States officials. Then the 
time for the meeting of the Canadian 
parliament, at which the presence of 
members of the commission from that 
country is desired, is overdue, and the 
latter are anxious to return as soon as 
possible. It also became apparent that 
there was little likelihood of the possi- 


bility of the ratification by the United 


States senate at its present session of 
any treaty which might be framed, 
which also probably figured in the de- 
cision to adjourn. 

Substantial Progress Made. 

A dozen important questions were re- 
ferred to the commission for its consid- 
eration, and the commissioners assert 
that substantial progress in the settle- 


ment. and adjustment of many of the 


questions has been made. Probably 
those which have given the most serious 
trouble and: proved a stumbling block 
to a final agreement on all have been 
the two relating to lumber and the Alas- 
kan boundary question, on both of 
which the Canadians have demanded 
concessions which the Americans felt 
it would be prejudicial to the best in- 
terests of the United States to grant. 
It was felt, also, that an adjournment 
for a few months might result in a bet- 
ter prospect for harmony, and a disposi- 


tion on the part of the Canadians to 


agree to propositions made to them 
from the commissioners on this side 
of the boundary line. 

No Rupture. 

Senator Fairbanks, the chairman of 
the American commission, has repeat- 
edly stated there was no basis for the 
reports of a rupture in the relations of 
the two bodies, and Monday night sup- 
plemented this by saying that they 
were on the best of terms. On behalf 
of their respective commissions. 
Senator Fairbanks, the chairman of 
the American board, and Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, acting chairman in the absence 
of Lord Herschell, of the Canadian 
board, who is ill, made a public state- 
ment respecting the action taken Mon- 
day in exact accordance with that out- 
lined in this dispatch.

pers. Calls of ceremony on the presi- 
dent and the general commanding the 
army occupied a large part of the fore- 
noon, and immediately thereafter Gen. 
Nelson A. Miles appeared as the first 
witness. He and three other army offi- 
cers summoned as witnesses were ex- 
amined and disposed of before the 
court closed its session at three o’clock. 
Miles’ testimony, of course, was 
the feature of the day’s proceedings. 
Col. Frank Michler, his chief of staff, 
anda gentleman in citizen’s clothes who 
took a seat by the fireplace and grave- 
ly watched the course of proceedings, 
retiring with the general as silently as 
he had come, accompanied the general 
to the court room. 
Gen. Miles’ Evidence. 

Gen. Miles appeared in fatigue uni- 
form, rather striking in its contrast 
with the display of scarfs, bullion and 
buttons on the full dress uniforms of 
the court. He submitted to the ques- 
recorder of the 
court, with equanimity, except for a 
flash of mingled indignation and irony 


when he informed the recorder that he 


was not compelled to “report” to the 
commissary general of the army. This 
was in reply to a question as to wheth- 
er or not he had reported to the com- 
missary department the fact that com- 
plaints had been made to him as to the 
quality of meat being issued to the 
troops. An instant later Gen. Miles re- 
sumed his cool and carefully considered 
replies to the inquiries of the court. 

As indicated by -a letter of the ad- 
jutant general, read by the record- 
er. `- for. the information of t the 
court, the scope of the inquiry was 
limited to the allegations of Gen. Miles 
before the war commission as to the 
quality of the army beef ‘and the mat- 
ter purporting to have been furnished 
to the public press by the same official.” 
Only two interviews were called up by 
the court, the first an interview with a 
New York Journal representative early 
in the beef controversy, in which Gen. 
Miles was quoted as charging that cer- 
tain chemicals were used in the preser- 
vation of the army beef, and another of 
the New York Herald, under date of 
February 1, covering about the same 
ground. 

Gen. Miles was very slow and careful 
in his replies tothe recorder’s questions 
on this point. He called attention to 
the fact that in both instances he was 
credited in the interview with refusing 
to answer certain questions, and in- 
sisted that these refusals should be 
given due weight in considering the 
questions to which he did reply. He 

said in the case of the interview of Feb- 
ruary 1 that he had a letter from the 
man who wrote the story offering to 
swear that Gen. Miles had refused to be 
interviewed,and that the whole. story 
was made up in the office from the 
writer’s general knowledge of the 
facts. Notwithstanding this, when his 
final answer was asked as to the au- 
thenticity of the interview, Gen. Miles 
did not specifically deny it, but merely 
said that it did not quite fairly repre- 
sent his own opinion in the case. The 
same qualified denial as to the Journal 
interview of December 23 was made, 
leaving the witness on record as not 
assuming any responsibility fot the 
newspaper statements, but tacitly ad- 
mitting that there was a good deal in 
them with which he agreed. 

Did Not Intend to Charge Fraud. 

Gen. Miles, in his testimony, said his 
use of the phrase “pretense of experi- 
ment,” in speaking of army beef, was 
unfortunate. He disclaimed intending 
any inference of fraud, and said he 
should have said the refrigerated beef 
issue was “on the theory of an experi- 
ment,” and “a very costly one.” 

He said he did not recollect. whether 
Dr. Daly’s report was volunteered or 
whether he had been ordered to in- 
vestigate and report on the meat. It 
was general talk among the officers at 
Ponce, Gen. Miles continued, that the 
refrigerator beef must have been sub- 
fected to some chemical treatment to 
make it keep for 72 hours. Dr. Daly’s, 
however, was the first official report. 

Gen. Miles then read a long summary 
of 100 letters received by him at army 
headquarters, giving the various terms 
in which the army meat was character- 
ized. These included “embalmed,” “‘de- 
composed,” “injected,” “poisoned,” 
“spoiled,” and the like. He said that

ly-treated meat had been) brought to 
his notice, so as to command: his full at- 
tention.

P. H. Ray to Secretary of 
Wair Alger. 


Washington, Feb. 21 —Secretary Al- 
ger has transmitted to congress a com- 
plete report on the relief work of the 


war department in the Klondike coun-" 


try, undertaken under act of congress 
as a result of reports that extreme dis- 
tress among the miners followed the 
influx to the gold country during 1897- 
98. It embraces the detailed reports of 
Capt. P. H. Ray and Lieut. W. P. Rich- 
ardson. Aside from details of the re- 
lief work, Capt. Ray’s last,report, dated 
May last, contains the following inter- 
esting statement: 


“T deem it of the greatest importance for 
the development of the country that roads 
should be opened, so as to enable the people 
to enter the country not only from the 
Yukon to the open sea in our own country, 
which is of the greatest importance, but to 
enable miners and prospectors to get into 
the interior with their supplies. Under ex- 
isting conditions persons can enter the 
country only by the one great highway— 
the Yukon river—and they cannot hope to 
be landed at any point in Alaska earlier 
than July 1. 

“The gold-bearing districts are,from 50 
to 150 miles back from the main stream. 
There are not any summer trails except 
foot trails, and provisions and tools can 
only be transported on the backs of men. 

“I don’t find anything either in Alaska 
or Northwest territory to justify the great 
rush of people to that country, or the enor- 
mous investment now being made in trans- 
portation, trading and mining companies. 
In Northwest territory, no discoveries of 
extraordinary richness have been made 
since that of the Klondike, and the claims 
are almost entirely confined to Bonanza, 
Eldorado, Dominica, Honka and Sulphur, 
with a few claims on Bear creek. In this 
district all rich claims are well known and 
held at very high prices, and while the 
whole country has been staked it has been 
done for speculative purposes, and no work 
is being done except such as is necessary 
to hold a title until they can be sold to the 
unwary newcomer or disposed of in the 
states for corporation schemes. Capt. 
Constantine, of the Canadian northwest- 
ern mounted police, is my authority for 
denouncing the movement as a-fraud. 

“In the absence of any other industry, ex- 
cept cutting wood fer the river boats, I do 
not see anything in the future for over 90 
per cent..of the people now flocking to that 
country but disappointment and suffering. 
Even those who obtain employment at one 
dollar and a half per hour find that after 
deducting the cost of food, packing, candles, 
ete., they do not net to exceed two dollars 
per day, and they tell meitis barely enough 
to- tide them over the idle season. | 

“Up to date no paying mineral loads of 
either gold or silver have been discovered 
in North Alaska, so far as known. I 
am now fully satisfied that in the near 
future Alaska will be the source of great 
wealth, but the development will necessar- 
ily be slow owing to the climatic condi- 
tions. I recommend the early introduction 
of horses, mules and cattle, and extra in- 
ducements should be held out for the de- 


velopment of agriculture in the valley of 


the lower Yukon especially. Wild hay can 
be obtained there in great abundance, and 
oats, barley and spring wheat can. be suc- 
cessfully cultivated as well as potatoes, 
turnips, and all the more hardy garden 
vegetables, all of which would be required 
for many years to meet the local demand, 
and by reducing the cost of transportation 
and food render it possible to profitably 
work a large per cent. of the mines now ly- 
ing idle. 

‘But few of the people now entering the 
northern part of the territory will ever be- 
come a factor in its permanent develop- 
ment. They must pass away before the 
time when the wealth of the country will 
become known and developed. To promote 
this I recommend that several well- 
equipped parties be put in the field anda 
thorough geographical and geological ex- 
ploration of the country be made, so that 
men of ordinary means will be able to en- 
gage in the work of prospecting and min- 
ing. At present it requires considerable 
capital to first explore the country for a 
practicable route to transport supplies be- 
fore any work can be done in prospecting. 

“The ruling rate of interest at Dawson 
is from 10 to 12 per cent. per month, which 
is the best exemplification I can give of the 
speculating condition of the finances of 
that country.” 


KILLED BY HIS BROTHERS. 


Thomas O’Neil, a St. Joseph (Mo.) 
Butcher, Literally Cut to Pieces 
—Butcher Knives Used. 


St. Joseph, Mo., Feb. 21.—Thomas 
O’Neil, a butcher, employed at Swift's 
packing -house in South St. Joseph, 
was literally cut to pieces Saturday 
night by his two younger brothers, Ed- 
ward and Jack. ‘The men lived to- 
gether, Thomas being married. They 
had a dispute over money matters, 
when Edward and Jack attacked 
Thomas with butcher knives. The dead 
man was stabbed twice in the heart. 
His head was badly cut and his body is 
covered with knife wounds. Edward 
was badly cutinthehead. Jack O’Neil 
is a one-legged man and has no fingers 
on one hand. He says he did the kill- 
ing in self-defense. Both brothers are 
under arrest.

In Philadelphia on Nov. 11—Athle- 
tic Relatives Have Been Resumed 

_ With Wisconsin—A Hard Schedule 
for Michigan, 


“The announcement by the athletic au- 
thorities of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania that Michigan had contracted to 
play them ‘in football at Philadelphia 
on Nov. 11 has been practically con- 
firmed by Prof. Patten'gill, chairman of 
the local board of control. He said that 
Michigan had a lengthy correspondence 
with Pennsylvania and that the latter 
offered Michigan her only open date. 
While Michigan has been very anxious 
to go east, a contract with Illinois for 
Nov. 11 made it impossible to accept 
Pennsylvania’s offer. Correspondence 
was immediately entered into with Illi- 
nois to get them to change the date. 
Graduate Manager Baird is now in Chi- 
cago, in conference with the Illinois 
manager. If [linois consents to play 
on another date, as he has already in- 
timated that she will, Michigan will 
certainly go east. Ih regard to the ru- 
mor which has gained circulation that 
friendly relations between’ Michigan 
and Chicago are on the wane, it is en- 
tirely without foundation so far as 
Michigan is concerned. However, it is 


¿felt that inasmuch as Michigan made 


overtures to Chicago when the latter 
was the victor, the rules of ccurtesy 
compel the Maroons to now return the 
compliment.

Baron Ferdinand de Rothschild’s 
death will be very much felt by a 
great many people in England. He 
had many warm friends, and he was 
a most kind and generous person. 
Somehow his life seemed a very sad 
one, for, though he was the possessor 
of such vast wealth, he was very lone- 
ly and witbout any companion save his 
little dog, who adored him and never 
left him. Waddesdon is one of the 
most wonderful instances of what 
taste and money can do. Not many 
years ago it was a bare hill, and Baron 
Ferdinand transformed it into a sort of 
fairy palace and gardens, where every- 
thing that could make life worth living 
could be found. There was nothing 
in England more beautiful than the 
terrace that overlooked the vale of 
Aylesbury, and no view in the world 
more varied and delicious. He em- 
ployed an army of workmen and gar- 
deners there, and no one quite knew 
how many servants he had on the 
place; some people said 300. There is 
a story told of him that on one occa- 
sion when he was describing the in- 
terest and excitement which one of his 
eontested elections caused, he said: 
“On hearing that I was in, eighty of 
my gardeners almost threw themselves 
into each other’s arms with joy at the 
result.”

Miss Helen F. Barnes, the new state 
secretary of the Y. W. C. A. of Michi- 
gan, took tea at the rooms last evening 
with the board of directors, and after- 
wards gave an informai talk cn asso- 
ciation work.

“The main object of the Young Wo- 
men’s Christian Association is to get 
young women into the churches.’’ 

“Too many have the idea that the Y. 
W. C. A. is just a prayer meeting. It 
isn’t. It is everything. It is a social .cen- 
ter, a school, a religious influence, a 
heipful band of young women.” 

Miss Barnes was at the world’s Y. W. 
C. A. conference in London last spring, 
and reported many interesting things of 
it. Among other items, she spoke of the 
placing of the delegates: from: foreign 
countries near the front so that those 
who did not readily understand English 
might hear more easily. There were 
20 delegates from India, 15 from New 
Zealand and Australia, and almost ev- 
ery country in Europe was represented. 
One girl from Switzerland reported in 
her broken English that her town had 
the largest association in the world. In- 
quiry and explanation showed that ev- 
ery young woman in that town belonged 
to the Y. W. C. A., and its memdership 
was just four. 

Great trouble was found in selecting 
a world’s week of prayer. December 
was favorably suggested, when a dele- 
gate from Australia said: “Why, that is 
our hottest month. We couldn’t get the 
girls together then.” October was se- 
lected, and a girl from India said: 
“Then is the time of our hot winds, and 
it would be imipossible.’’ So the climate 
interfered sommewhere with every time 
selected, until finally October was 
chosen by all but India, where another 
date was agreed upon. 

Miss Barnes made many practical 
suggestions, some of whilch will be car- 
ried out by the Ann Arbor association.

Baron Ferdinand de Rothschild’s 
death will be very much felt by a 
great many people in England. He 
had many warm friends, and he was 
a most kind and generous person. 
Semehow his life seemed a very sad 
one, for, though he was the possessor 
of such vast wealth, he was very lone- 
ly and without any companion save his 
little dog, who adored him and never 
left him. Waddesdon is one of the 
most wonderful instances of what 
taste and money can do. Not many 
years ago it was a bare hill, and Baron 
Ferdinand transformed it into a sort of 
fairy palace and gardens, where every- 
thing that could make life worth living 
could be found. There was nothing 
in England more beautiful than the 
terrace that overlooked the vale of 
Aylesbury, and no view in the world 
more varied and delicious. He em- 
ployed an army of workmen and gar- 
deners there, and no one quite knew 
how many servants he had on the 
place; some people said 300. There is 
a story told of him that on one occa- 
sion when he was describing the in- 
terest and excitement which one of his 
eontested elections caused, he said: 
“On hearing that I was in,-eighty of 
my gardeners almost threw themselves 
into each other’s arms with joy at the 
result.” 

His Sunday parties were always 
very pleasant, and, after seeing the 
gardens, the farm and the many inter- 
esting things of the place an after- 
noon visit was always paid to Miss 
Rothschild, who lived in her beautifui 
place close by. He had never been 4 
strong man, but he seemed quite well 
the week before his death, and dined 
at the Curzon dinner and was planning 
to start with a yachting party. Heart 
disease was the cause of his death. It 
was always said he was the richest of 
the Rothschild family, but he was not 
in business. One has often heard those 
who knew him speak of his wife. She 
was not so beautiful as Baroness Al- 
phonse, but she was. charming and 
clever. Their married life only lasted 
a short year, as she died.

Diseussion on the Conduct 


Madrid, Feb. 21.—The cortes reas- 
sembled Monday. The galleries in both 
chambers were thronged with an ex- 
pectant crowd. The senate was very 
full, hardly a single general being ab- 
sent. Senor Sagasta, the premier, pro- 
posed to refer the bill providing for the 
cession of the Philippines to the United 
States to a special committee, but this 
the conservatives protested against, 
declaring that the bill ought to be con- 
scientiously discussed and Senor Sa- 
gasta withdrew his proposal. 

| Count d’Almenas then brought up the 
question of the conduct of the generals 
engaged in the war in Cuba, declaring 
that Gen, Primo Rivera, Gen. Weyler, 
| Gen, Blanco, Admiral Cervera and Gen. 
| Linares had proved failures, This dec- 
laration elicited much applause from 


the public galleries, in Consequence of , 


which several of the spectators were 
expelled from the chamber. Observing 
that he would deal with the “shameful 
capitulation of Santiago,” Count d’Al- 
menas asked the house whether he 
should proceed and was answered with 
cries of “yes,” and “no,” and a general 
uproar ensued. <A repetition of the 
query provoking still greater tumult, 
Senor Sagasta rose and defended the 
government and its peace commission. 
The premier criticised America’s un- 
justified conduct and said that every- 
thing might be discussed concerning 


the war because the cases of the gen- 


erals were. still subjudice. 
Count d’Almenas resumed his attack 


‘Five months have elapsed and not a 
single general had been shot.” This 
gave rise to another tumult, and Count 
i’Almenas was called to order. Again 
he asked why the generals who capitu- 
lated had not been executed. Itis quite 
true, he declared, that the army is an 
army of lions led by asses. Capt. Gen. 
Blanco’s administration in Cuba was 
deplorable, he said, but he was not re- 
sponsible for the surrender at Santiago. 
Recriminations continued between 
Count d’Almenas and Lieut. Gen. Cor- 
rea, the minister of war, and there was 
renewed disorder. Then Gen. Primo de 
-Rivera arose and denounced Count d’Al- 
menas asa “contemptible calumniator.” 
Gen. Blanco followed, defending the 
generals, and accepting full responsi- 
bility for events in Cuba during his 
command in the island. Gen. Barges 
also denounced Count d’Almenas as a 
calumniator. After a promise bn the 
part of Count d’Almenas to produce 
proofs of his assertions to-day, the sen- 
ate adjourned. : 

Senor Silvela, leader of the dissidient 
conservatives, moved a vote signed by 
the conservative deputies censuring 
this government for its indifference to 
the country’s troubles. Senor Annix. 
in seconding the motion, denounced 
the ministry for accepting the war 
through fear of the Carlists, and, de- 
clared that the country was now suf- 
fering the consequences of the govern- 
ment’s pusilanimity.

In proof that the government was 
responsible for the surrender of Cuba, 
Senor Annix read telegrams from Se- 
nor Sagasta and Lieut.

Senor Annix 
added that President McKinley had 
telegraphed to Gen. Shafter that the 
surrender of Santiago had been ar- 
ranged with the Madrid government, 
and that, therefore, he must make a 
sort of sham attack.

Sergt. Charles C. Stark Writes Enter- 
tainingly From That Land. 


(Continued from Yėsterday.) 
Our ‘battalion is camped right on the 
banks of the bay. The drinking water 
is very warm. Very few have ice here. 


We expect to have it as soon as we get 


to our destination, wherever that is. 
Today I swam in salt water for 
first time. It was certainly elegant af- 
ter our long trip. The Cubans are very 
glad to see us and the Spanish soldiers 
seemed. pleased also. They are very 
friendly and want to trade buttons. 
They think we are very tall me. 
body is polite.

A Tiny Tree.

to 3 feet high. Prof. C. E. Bessey tells | 


of a case in this country in which na- 
ture has eclipsed the art of the Jap- 
anese. While climbing Green Moun- 
tain, near Boulder; Colo., Prof. Bes- 
sey found growing from a crevice in 
one of the rocks at the summit a small 
pine tree, about 54% inches high, and 
barely a quarter of an inch in diam- 
eter. It was unbranched and bore a 
single terminal tuft of leaves. The 
tiny tree had made a good fight for ex- 
istenece amid the inclemencies of its 
exposed situation, for when -it was 
carefully examined twenty-five dis- 
tinct annual rings were discovered. 
Such a case of natural dwarfing is al- 
most unprecedented.

Franchise for Saline Road Sent Back 
to the Committee. 


The franchise submitted to the coun- 
cil Feb. 6 received a few alterations and 


corrections in the committee to whom it 


was turned over by thai august kody, 

and it was last night returned tc them 
3 

for further changes. Some of the al- 

terations and additicns which were 

malde by the council were: 

In Section 3: To the agreement to put 
iron poles on Congress st. west to Ad- 
ams the clause was added that iron 
poles would be erected as far west on 
said street and avenue as paving shall 
be continued. 

In Section 7: To this section, which 
simply gave all cars the right of ‘way 
over the track at all times, the cus- 
tomary clause was added in regard to 
stopping cars on the approach cf fire 
department apparatus, and in regard to 
the right of the city to lay hose across 
and place fire apparatus upon the track, 
The customary prohibition, with excep- 
tions, in regard to stopping car's at in- 
tersecting ‘streets was added. 

These additions were accepted by the 
company and had been embodied in the 
franchise when it was presented to the 
council last evening. 

The principal excepticns which! the 
alderman ‘take to the franchise as it 
now stands are three in number, and 
are as follows: 

First, Section 9 states that at the ter- 
mination of the period of 30 years 
(for which time the original franchise 
is asked), and thereafter, at the end of 
each period of 30 years, there shall be a 
readjustment of the terms and conci- 
tions upon which the road is maintain- 
ed. The majority of the city fathers 
make a stand there, They say that a 
30-year franchise is enough; that there 
is no necessity for saying anything 
about an extension. At the end of that 
_time it will be in the power of the city 
to grant a second franchise, but there 
is no reason for starting in now to pave 
the way for it. It is highly prokable 
that the council will remain firm on this 
point. ; 

Second. No mentions is made of trans- 
fers over that portion of the-D., Y. & A. 
A. which is in'icluded in the city limits. 
As the matter now stands a citizent 
would be compelled to pay i0*cents for 
riding from the east side to any part 
of Congress west of Washington, while 
by keeping to the D., Y. & A. A. he can 


five cents. 

Third, That the franchise contains an 
agreement to furnish regular service. 
The council will unite in insisting that 
the road agree to run a car at stated in- 
tervals, 

It is not expected that these contested 
points will result inerefusal to grant 
the franchise, It will only delay mat- 
ters a. trifle,

City Council Grind Out the Evenings 
Grist In 30 Minutes, 

Owing to the unusual dearth of busi- 
ness and the presence of a play at the 
opera house, the city fathers finished 
their session last evening in exactly 30 
minutes. The absent list was occupied 
by the names of Alds. Dawson and 
Moore, but otherwise the meting Vas 
marred by no untoward event. 

The first number on the program was 
the report of the committee to whom 
had been referred the question cf the 
franchise for the proposed electric road 
to Saline. The committee recommend- 
ed that the franchise be granted, but so 
serious were some of the objections 
which had been raised against several 
of the sections in an informal discis- 
sion before the convening of the coun- 
cil that the matter was referred back 
to the comimittee for two weeks for 
changes. A motion was made by ‘Ald. 
Van Fossen anid carried unanimously 
that Ald. Shaffer’s name ‘be added to 
the committee. 

City Clerk McGregor then informed 
the council that in accordance with the 
authority given him at a previous meet- 
ing, he had advertised ‘the first district 
sewer bonds for sale and that he had ac- 
cepted one of the resulting. offers. Said 
offer was to take the bonds at a pre- 
mium to net 3% per cent, which means 
a premium of $91. 

A number of property owners and res- 
idents of Hawkins st. petitioned for a 
sidewalk on the east side of said street, 
from Harriet st. to Chicago ave. Re- 
ferred to the committee on streets and 
walks, with power to act. 

An order for a sidewalk on south side 
of Factory st. was referred to commit- 
tee on streets and walks. 

Resolved ‘by Ald. Lamb and adopted 
by council that the marshal be in- 
structed to put up permanent signs to 
notify bicycle riders that there is an 
ordinance prohibiting the riding of bi- 
cycles on the sidewalk. The only nega- 
tive voice ‘was raised by Ald. Huston, 
who explained that there were -in his 
estimation already enough signs round 
the city: 

Resolution under signature of Ald. 
Moore, that the clerk be instructed to 
draiw an order on the contingent fund 
for $5.72-100 in favor of Mrs. Frank 
Foster, the same being the amount of 
taxes collected on a savings bank de- 
posit which was taken out to pay for 
real estate on which the taxes had al- 
ready been paid. This, it was shown, 
amounted to a double tax. Adopted. 

Moved ‘by ‘Ald. Van Fossen, that the 
marshal be instructed to embloy a 
watcher or watchers to sit up with re- 
mains of William Cory, who committed 
suicide Monday morning, for Monday 
night and, if necessary, for Tuesday 
night also. Ald. Van Fossen explained 
that the only members of deceased’s 
family were three young girls, and that 
if no action were taken by the city they 
would be left alone 'with the body. Mo- 
tion seconded and unanimously carried. 

There being no other business, the 
meeting then adjourned and the coun- 
cilors laid aside their official dignity 
and hurried off, speculating as to how 
much of the opera they would be able 
to see, $
